She attends Mass every morning in the church, visits 
the sick of the village, has many private conferences 
with people who come to consult with her or to ask her 
prayers; and, of course, she has her private devotions 
at home. 

It must not be assumed that she does not suffer 
from her wounds on other days than Friday.

A Political Institution 

“(bB) 
being a political institution, would not

The political bias and com- 
mitmenta of the administration would 
color its findings and propaganda 
rather than truth would be the result. 
Such propaganda in the hands of the 
Cabinet officer, with his means of 
reaching the public as well as the

At this time St. Sylvester was 
elected to the Chair of St. Peter. He 
was the first of the Roman Pontiffs to 
rule the Church in peace. During his 
time as Pope, he called two great 
Councils of the Church. One was the 
Council of Arles, in which the Dona- 
tists were condemned, and the other 
of Nicaea, against the Arian heresy.
